Gib 
Sandefer, of Abilene, who has seen 
almost every country in the world, 
and a man who probably has talked 
personally with more “high person­ 
alities” than any living man, was 
the fellow who brought the “mes­ 
sage” and we mean message.

To make a 
long a n d very interesting report 
short, we will tell you he has had 
a world-wide experience the past two 
years. His talk at the Rotary Club 
did more than anything we have ever 
heard to reveal a picture of unlim­ 
ited comforts, advantages, and en­ 
joyments of what the United States 
has in comparison with other peo­ 
ples. He made it clear that what cur 
boys are learning in other lands will 
make different men of them and 
will deepen their love for their na­ 
tive land. On the subject of religion, 
tolerance, criticism, give and take, 
live and let live, regardless of color 
or anything else, 
Sandefer really 
preaches and says it in a way that 
every age and degree of education 
can understand. 
All over the world they call him 
“Tex.” We really believe that Gib 
Sandefer should have some “digni­ 
fying” title, in keeping with what he 
has done, and what he stands for. 
It would be something that means 
much to Christian, protesbant and 
Catholic, Jew and Hindu, Arab Mo- 
hammeds, and all races and religions 
of the earth. 
We feel that what he has to say 
should be available to the widest pos­ 
sible number in personal lectures, 
man-to-rnan, in every community in 
America. He is so full of “that Tex­ 
as frankness” that even those who 
do not know English can understand 
him. Sandefer is young, and here is 
hoping that he will live up into the 
three figure life and carry his “new­ 
found doctrine” along to as much of 
the world as possible. 
Some day let Hamlin invite this 
man over to speak to every living 
soul in this tow n...even out in a 
pasture under the moon and stars. . 
.let us invite him in a formal way, 
for a two-hour talk, and a display 
of all those materials from other 
lands, which he has accumulated in 
his world travels. He had a lot of 
this with him at the Rotary Club but 
time prevented much talk on them. 
Every person should hear Sandefer.

Basic needs of these cap tiv es are 
su p p lemental food and medical su p ­ 
p lies, news from home. American 
Red Cross seeks to fu rnish these es­ 
sentials to them. 
Germany abides by Treaty Pro- 


j v isions allowing International Red 
! Cross delegates t-o insp ect camp s, 
j p ermitting mail to and from POWs, 
arranging f o r receip t of neu tral 
ship ments of relief su p p lies. Jap an, 
I not a treaty signatory , not so coop - 
| erativ e, has not p ermitted delegates 


J to insp ect all camp s, has allowed 
only three ship ments of su p p lies for 
distribu tion to Americans in p rison 
camp s. The situ ation is imp rov ing 
some. 
The International Red Cross Com­ 
mittee, Genev a, is the central POW 
clearing hou se, insp ects camp s as 
p rov ided by Treaty , receiv es notice 
of POW statu s from all warring 
p owers and forwards it to au thori­ 
ties of the home nation, receiv es 
American Red Cross relief su p p lies 
and 
distribu tes to v ariou s p rison 
camp s, acts as agent for emergency 
cable messages regarding p risoners. 
The War Prisoners’ Aid Committee, 
YMCA, are resp onsible for recrea­ 
tional, edu cational, sp iritu al needs of 
p risoners, su p p ly books, mu sical in­ 
stru ments, religiou s articles, sp orts 
and handicraft equ ip ment, other sim­ 
ilar items. 
American Red Cross su p p lies are 
nev er in enemy hands. Food, med­ 
ical equ ip ment, and other articles 
are ship p ed on Red Cross v essels u n­ 
der care of International Red Cross 
delegates, re-ship p ed in sealed cars, 
tru cks and ship s for deliv ery by del­ 
egates to p rison camp leaders, elect­ 
ed rep resentativ es by fellow POWs 
or senior officers in commissioned of- 
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ficers* camp s. The Camp Leader signs 
receip t card for entire ship ment, is 
resp onsible for regu lar distribu tion 
to indiv idu al p risoners. Each p ack­ 
age contains indiv idu al receip t card 
for POW to sign and retu rn to 
Genev a. 
Most items and su p p lies are deliv ­ 
ered on regu lar basis in Eu rop e. The 
Jap anese situ ation is different bu t 
seems to be imp rov ing and su bject 
to change. Definite receip t of three 
Far Eastern ship ments is known and 
negotiations to p lace ship ments on 
regu lar basis, similar to Eu rop ean,

RUSSIA TO RAISE MORE 


OF OWN FOOD THIS YEAR 


Ru ssia will p rodu ce still more of 1 
her own v itally needed food this ! 
y ear as a resu lt of 20,000 tons of 
seeds that hav e been fu rnished by the ! 
United States f o r Sov iet sp ring . 
p lantings, according to War Food ! 
Administration. The tonnage i& the 
first half of a deliv ery ’ agreed u p on 
for this y ear. The seeds will be u sed 
in the Ukraine, for the most p art, 
the richest Sov iet Agricu ltu ral Dis­ 
trict, which, earlier in the war, was 
ov erru n to the ex tent of 150,000,000 
acres by the Nazis. Du ring the Ger­ 
man retreat in 1943 and 1944, the 
Nazis carried ou t an effectiv e p olicy 
of destru ction of nearly 60,000,000 
acres. This seed help from the Unit­ 
ed States is made p ossible, incidents 
ally , throu gh the growth in this cou n­ 
try of a p ractically new indu stry in 
America. In p re-war day s, this cou n­ 
try was p rimarily a seed imp orter 
from Eu rop ean nations and nev er 
p rodu ced more than a fraction of 
the seed requ ired to sow American 
crop s. The war has radically chang­ 
ed this. Ship ment of seeds to Ru s­ 
sia means great sav ings in ship p ing 
sp ace in contrast with the v essels 
requ ired to mov e the finished food 
p rodu cts that will be rep resented by 
the Sov iet p lants from these seeds. 
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MAN AND SIN

5:12); that sin sep arates man from God, the 
sou rce of life (Isaiah 59:1-2); that sin enslav es man in bondage far 
worse than that of the Israelites in Egy p t, or of the Eu rop eans u n­ 
der Hitler (John 8:31-36); that sin p rov okes the wrath of God 
against disobedience (Rom. 2:3-9) (Ep h. 5:6); and that finally , that 
sin damns the sou l to an eternal sep aration from God, for which 
man himself is resp onsible, and from which he cannot be retriev ed 
bey ond death (Ezek. 18:20; Rom. 6:23). 


* One may ask, “Why has this generation lost its consciou sness of 
sin and its blighting effects?” Sev eral answers may be inv olv ed. It 
takes time for reflection and consideration if one is to become con­ 
sciou s of his real condition. Ou r fast-liv ing machine-age, with so 
many things to do and to be done, does not afford time for su ch 
medifeatiop , reading of the scrip tu res, and self-ex amination. Modern 
p reaching, which has tended toward what it calls the “Social Gos­ 
p el,” has left sin and the blood of Christ ou t, thereby robbing its 
message of conv icting and sav ing p ower. Materialism, which denies 
the immortality of the sou l, has contribu ted to the nu mbing of the 
conscience to the destru ctiv e p ower of sin. Ev olu tion as tau ght in 
ou r schools, and the fickle foolishness of the p ress hav e added to 
1*hig condition. 


Does the situ ation look hop eless? Emp hatically , No! The Lord 
declared the Sp irit shou ld “conv ict of sin” (John 16:7-11), which 
it began doing on Pentecost, and continu ed to do throu ghou t ap os­ 
tolic times, by p reaching of the gosp el message. Hu man natu re is 
the same today as then; the gosp el has the same p o-wer as then; it 
is simp ly a matter of p ersu ading men to listen and reason for su f­ 
ficient time to giv e the gosp el a chance to do its work. Not only is 
hu man natu re the same, bu t the gosp el is the same, it has the same 
p ower today that it had then. The terms of p ardon as annou nced 
by the Sp irit filled Ap ostles are today the same simp le, u nderstand­ 
able, reasonable terms that they were then. To men conv icted of 
sin by the p reaching of the Ap ostle* and who had asked this qu es­ 
tion, “ Brethren, what shall we do?” the answer came simp le and 
clear from the mou th of Peter, “Rep ent y e, and be bap tized ev ery 
one of y ou in the name of Jesu s Christ for the remission of y ou r 
sins and y e shall receiv e the gift of the Holy Sp irit.” (Acts 2:37-38) 


The task ju st now is that of making men consciou s that rebellion 
against God, transgressing of His laws, failu re to do His will, is 
S I N . 
Once man has any thing like a concep tion of the magnitu de, 
heinou sness and terribleness of sin it will then be relativ ely easy 
to p ersu ade him to accep t the remedy that God in His mercy has 
made p ossible throu gh he Lord Jesu s Christ and His Gosp el.
